Subject, — Import of raw materials /components by new units in the small scale 
sectrtr engaged in the manufacture of T.V. sets for the period April 
1972 —March 1973. 

No. 160-1TC(PN) /72 Attention is invited to para 21 in Part ‘B’ of Appendix 
38 of the I.T.C Policy Red Book (Vol. I) for April 1972—March 1973 in terms of 
which applications from new units in the small scale sector for the manufacture 
of devices other than the six devices mentioned therein are to be considered. 

2. Licences tor import of capital goods for the manufacture of T.V. Sets against 
the applications received from the new units m the small scale sector have already 
been issued in most of the cases. It has been decided that applications for grant 
of licences for import of raw material/components from such units will be con¬ 
fide) ed on the following basis/— 

(1) Applications should be made to the licensing authorities concerned 
through the State Directors of Industries. 

(li) Import licences will be granted where the small scale units have opened 
Irrevocable letter of credit against the capital goods licence issued, 
for a va'ue of at-least 50 per cent thereof. In support of this, the 
unit should produce the Exchange Control Copy/Photostat copy

thereof of the capital goods licence to show that an irrevocable letter 
of credit upto 50 per cent of the value has already been opened. 

(hi) The sponsoring authorities while mating recommendations should 
specifically Indicate whether the unit is in a position to undertake 
production, 

(iv) In the case of the units who may lie having capital equipment and case 

to be able to commence production without Import of capital goods, 
the applications will toe considered on the recommendation of the 
Slate Director of Industries concerned on the basis of approved manu¬ 
facturing capacity and the sponsoring authorities while recommend¬ 
ing applications should specifically indicate whether the unit is in 
a position to undertake production for the approved capacity. This 
certificate from the sponsoring authorities will also be endorsed by 
the Development Commissioner (SSI), Nirman Bhavan, New Delhi. 
The licensing authorities will consider only those applications where 
the Director of Industries has certilled and the DC (SSI) has already 
endorsed that the unit is in a position to undertake production. 

(v) Import licences for raw materials/components will be granted upto 50' 

per cent of the entitlement under free foreign exchange and the 
balance 50 per cent equally under Dutch and West German Credits. 

(vi) Import licences will be valid for import of components as mentioned In 

the Annexure to this Public Notice. 

(vil) Import licences will be granted on a pack value of Rs. 90 per T.V. set 
for import of permissible items of raw materials/components as 
recommended by the sponsoring authorities. 

(vili) Import licences will be granted to meet twelve months’ requirements 
of the unit on the basis of improved manufacturing capacity by the 
Development Commissioner (SSI)/Dcptt. of Electronics, New Delhi.
